Crime Commission’ s Jail Statement | 


Following is the report of the Chi- 
cago crime commission issued last 
night on conditions at: the county jail 
following the Fernekes’ bomb plot: 

“By their inability to prevent the 
dynamiting of a wall of the Cook 


-| county jail by desperate criminals on, 


Sunday, Sheriff Hoffman and Jailer 
Weideling share in the responsibility 
for a condition which is a positive peril 
to lives of the community. 

“For several weeks past it has been 
@ matter of common knowledge that 
prisoners held for murder have been 
brought into the criminal court under 
the influence of either liquor or drugs. 

“Criminals of this sort and in that 
condition endanger the lives of the 
judges, their guards, and other citizens. 
If they can procure liquor, or drugs, 
they can procure guns and dynamite. 
The marvel is that neither Hoffman 
nor Weideling proved themselves cap- 
able of stopping it. 

Calls Condition Intolerable. 

“tJnder the circumstances they must 
assume responsibility for not only that 
condition but for the natural conse 
quence which on Sunday took the 
form of an explosion of dynamite 
which almost succeeded in wrecking a 
wall of the jail and opening the path 
of freedom to séven murderers under 
sentence to hang and to scores. wait- 
ing trial for murder, robbery with a 
gun, burglary, safe-blowing, and other 
crimes of violence. | 

“Official negligence of this sort can- 
not be condoned by an investigation. 
The public will not be safeguarded 
nor will the judges and prosecutors 
who represent them in court be safe- 
guarded by an investigation alone. 

“Action now to remove the danger 
of a jail delivery is the first need If 
Hoffman and Weldeling cannot do 
that they should step aside at once 
.and make room for men who can. 
“The statement that competent 


guards cannot be obtained for 
month and trustworthy jailers cannot 
be had for $200 a month is not suf- 
ficient explanation. It is the opinion 
of this committee that they can and 
it does not believe that giving higher 
pay to the type of men which for 
many months has had charge of the 
Cook county jail will help the situa- 
tion. 
Offers to Supply Men. 

“What most is needed is a compe- 
tent, non-political, and honest admin- 
istration of the jail. The Chicago 
Crime commissi®n is ready to assist 
in any investigations which will go 
to the root of the trouble. It will 
undertake, if necessary, to supply 
guards sufficient to prevent escapes, 
and jailers who know how to perform 
their duties at the rate of compensa- 
tion provided by law. If the rate is too 
low it believes it will have the support 
of the public in making it higher, but 
it believes that the real trouble lies not 
with the'minor employés but with the 
kind of administrative direction which 
they work under. 

“ Had the sheriff and the jaiier taken 
the action which was obviously their 
duty to take the first time that liquor 
or drugs were brought into the jail, 
there would have been no dynamite 
bomb exploded on Sunday. They had 
that opportunity several weeks ago 
when the jailer himself admitted that 
liquor was being distributed and con- 


sumed in the jail and that he didn’t.

“The Association of Commerce is an 
organization of business men.

MR. BORAH IN THE HOME 
OF NULLIFICATION 


Sénator Borah went down to Augusta, Ga., and, 
speaking before a mimisterial association Sunday, 
said that constitutional government is menaced by 
the position opponents of prohibition take against 
the eighteenth amendment. He said that the 
thought of nullification is one which .will destroy 
law and orderly society. 

Mr. Borah was not troubled by a:sense of humor. 
He was speaking in.a state which:elects two white 
senators and twelve white members of the house of 
representatives by keeping the Negroes from vot- 
ing. Mr. Borah has been a senator for fourteen 
years, and in all of these years the-representation 
of the southern states in the senate and in the 
house has been based on white suffrage:and not on 
weneral suffrage. 

Mr. Borah knows that there would’ be black men 
in congress from southern districts if the blacks, 
voted freely as they wanted to vote, and he knows 
that the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the constitution were adopted to give them that 
right. He knows that the fourteenth amendment 
requires that he and the other members of congress 


reduce the representation in congress of any state 


which abridges the voting rights.of its citizens. 
Mr. Borah never thought that:he ought to obey 
that constitutional mandate. He would not have 


talked to a Georgia meeting, mirmisterial or any 


other kind, of the sanctity of the.fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments. He would not have de- 


- nounced Georgia ministers for their’indifference to 


the. rights of people the constitution says are citi- 


gene. He would not have pleaded with them to see 


that the blacks could go to the polls, exercise their 
franchise rights and not be told that it would be 
bad for them to try it again. ~~? 

We are pretty sure that Mr. Borah believes that 
these states are right in maintaining white govern- 


ment and white representation and that he would 


not change it. He would not ask congress to ascer- 
‘tain if the constitution actually prevailed in these 


' states or if it were not in fact nullified. He no 


déubt believes that a necessary adjustment of the 
constitution has been made to the necessities of 
life in the south. : 

He may console himself with the thought that 
except for the grandfather act which had the sanc- 
tion of the Supreme court the states have not 


nullified by statute, but that would only indicate

Mr. Borah in Georgia shuts the eye which might 
see the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments and 
uses the other to see only the eighteenth. We 
know that many zealots*can do this without em- 
barrassment because their enthusiasms or preju- 
dices do not require consistency, honesty, or com- 
mon sense, but Mr. Borah is a constitutional lawyer 
and he is a senator with special obligations im- 
posed on him by the constitution with regard to the 


tourteenth amendment. 


He might say that the situation was beyond 
human logic and law and that some realities had a 
‘way of shaping themselves of necessity out of 
sound human instincts, but then he would refrain 
from certain particular criticisms. He would see 
that nullification sometimes is a safeguard of law 
because it permits a people to get what they will 


have by the only means open to them. Mr. Borah 


‘knows that the fourteenth and fifteenth amenda- 
ments Cannot be repealed in the way he says is 
thé only safe way to get rid of a law. He would 
not vote for the submission of a repealer and he 
would not vote for measures of enforcement. He 
_ is satisfied with the conditions as they are and he 
knows the majority of white citizens in the United 
States are satisfied. The fourteenth and fifteenth

There are Terry Druggan and Frank Lake, for 
instance, once poor little hoodlums in the Valley, 
now big hoodlums in the beer racket, citizens of 
wealth, owners of real estate and race horses. They 
found the Cook county jail a most pleasant place, 
though the rates were a bit steep. There. were 
many interesting walks to be taken in the neigh- 
borhood. The dental service was excellent. Of 
course, Terry and Frank rather abused the sheriff's 
hospitality, and when Judge Wilkerson found out 
about it the sheriff had to take that month’s vaca- 
tion—as he jocosely called it—in order to recover 
from the shock. | 
Marty Durkin was another who, during his trial 
for the murder of Policeman Shanahan, found sol- 
ace in the Cook county jail’s custom of letting its 
patrons have bootleg whisky. : 

And Frank McErlane, gangster gunman wanted | 
in Indiana on a murder charge. McErlane, too, 
enjoyed the jail’s liquor privileges. Being a géner- 
ous soul, he shared his stock with one of his 
guards, so that when they appeared before Judge 
McGoorty both were in a rather elated condition— 
or, as Sheriff Hoffman might put it, in a somewhat 
broadened state. McErlane wanted to hug the 
guards that brought him from the jail and at- 
tempted to assault Assistant State’s Attorney 
Chott. His official companion, named Moore, re 
sented Judge McGoorty’s solicitous interest by 
expressing a desire to knock the judge loose from 
his trousers. : 

Lastly, there is Henry Fernekes, awaiting the 
gallows for a murder committed while robbing a 
bank. Beneath a diffident exterior Mr. Fernekss 
hides a very active nature. One day they found 
him in his cell amusing himself with three percus- 
sion caps, a bottle of nitroglycerin; a hacksaw, a 
file, a roll of wire,andarazor. They took his play- 
things away from him. Four months later the. 
difident Mr. Fernekes placed a charge of dynamite 
against the wall and,tried to blow that portion of 
the old jail known to the guest®as “ Stumble Inn” 
out into the alley. Only the lack of sufficient explo- 
sive prevented Mr. Fernekes from attaining his 
aim. 

Jail life, as the sheriff says, is a broadening expe- 
rience. Nowheré is it broader than in the Cook 
county jail, as the experience of these customers 
testify. That is why it is hard to understand the 
sheriff's preference for Du Page county. 


Since he was on a vacation, as he jokingly ex- 
plained, it was understandable that the sheriff 
might have chosen the peace of Wheaton rather 
than the more rigorous regimegyin his own jail. 
It is good for a man to have little apletude in which 
to commune with his conscience, especially when, 
as in the sheriff's case—as he explained apprecia- 
tively—his conscience is perfectly Clear. 

Still, since he-was in search of breadth, it is hard 
to comprehend his partiality. But then that is the 
way with people. They hike off to Europe when 
they might better be enjoying the wonders and 
beauty spots of their own native America. They 
go to Du Page county instead of vacationing at 
home. If Sheriff Hoffman should ever feel the 
reed of another broadening vacation perhaps he 
will realize his past error and see Cook county first. 


THE FRENCH WAR DEBT 
CANCELED. 


Secretary Mellon of the treasury department be- 
fore going to Europe pointed out that the United 
States in the debt settlement with France virtually 
has canceled the French obligation for all the 
money advanced for military purposes before the 

istice. ‘ For obligations incurred by France to 
America after the war ended France owes us today 
$1,665,000,000. The present value of the entire 
French-American settlement at the rate of interest 
carried in France’s existing obligations is $1,681,- 
000,000. In effect, therefore, America has can- 
celed the obligations of France for all advances 
during the war.” 

We hope Mr. Mellon, will repeat that several 
times in Europe. The hard fisted creditor seems to 
have thrown his war dollars into the common fund 
and is willing to forget it, asking for payment only 
on post-armistice leans, with interest computed as 
it would be in a peace time loan to a borrowing 
government.

International action to prevent France’s currency 
from dropping to an infinitestimal exchange value in 
the world’s money market is believed probable. There 
has not been much doubt of such a development since 
it became increasingly apparent that a comprehensive 
stabilization plan would be necessary. The presence 
on the continent of Benjamin Strong, head ef the New 
York Federal Reserve bank, and Montagu Norman, 
head of the Bank of England, who are staying at the 
same hotel at Antibes, is regarded as significart. So 
also is a statement a few days ago of Hialmar 
Schacht, president of the Reichsbank of Germany. 


Reichsbank’s resources will permit, in preventing 
speculation in the franc in his country. Incidentally,

}election. The occasion for that con- 


| 
ference was a situation similar to that 
now confronting the administration. 
The original McNary-Haugen bill had 
been rejected by the President despite 
its support by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace. There was incipient 
revolt in the agricultural states which 
it was predicted Mr. Coolidge would 
in the election. 


Rejected McNary-Haugen BilL 

As a result of the agitation in 1924 
the President announced during the 
campaign that he would call an agri- 
cultural conference to seek a solution 
of the agricultural problem. He de- 
ferred action, however, until after the 
election in which he carried all the 
agricultural states except La Folletté’s 
home state, Wisconsin. Then he called 
the conference, naming as its mem- 
bers the heads of all the leading farm 
organizations. This conference re- 
jected the McNary-Haugen bill and 
confined its recommendations to a de- 
velopment of codperative marketing. 
On those reco endations the Presi- 
dent took his stand.

To Be Located in Lake Off 
Grant Park. 


Airplanes will be zooming along the 
runways of Chicago's. proposed new 
island flying field in the lake off Grant 
park before cold weather sets in next 
winter, it was predicted yesterday at 
a meeting of Mayor Dever’s aero com- 
mission. 

George T. Donahue, superintendent 
of the South Park board, reported to 
the commission that a temporary 
bridge will probably be built to the 
island this summer and the tract im- 
proved and ready for use, by exhibi- 
tion planes, at’ least by the time of 
the Army-Navy football game, Nov. 27.

P. G. Kemp, 
chairman, which Chicago must take 
soon if it is to grasp its opportunity 
to become a national air center. The 
other steps are: 

1. Improvement of the present city 
field at Cicero avenue and Sixty-third 
street with hangars, longer runways

2. Perfection of a system for licens 


ing pilots and inspecting planes to stop 
haphazard fiying and prevent acci- 
dents. 

3. Action to persuade air craft man- 
ufacturers to locate here through pub 
licity, offers of favorable leases and

In connection with the latter point, 
Maj. Kemp pointed out that Detroit, 
which drew the automobile industry 
away from Chicago, is bending every 
effort to do the same with the avia- 
tion business. : 

Although Chicago has every natural 
advantage, he said, it will lose again 
if it fails to advertise itself. 

As a preliminary step in this di- 
rection, the commission authorized Maj.
